A CONFERENCE HELD TODAY 


CIVIC FEDERATION LENDS ITS 


GOOD OFFICES. 


SECRETARY EASLEY THERE 


TWENTY THOUSAND MEN AKE 


STILL IDLE. 


Boston, March 13.—With the labor 
eaders in conference with Secretaiy 
Easley, of the Civic federation, -with 
the prospect of a general meeting of 
representatives of all the leading 
business interests, at which Mr. Ea.v 
ey should be heard aflter having 
earned the workmen's side of the 
case, and the indications that team* 
ing is to be resumed by some con- 
cerns after a tie-up of two days, 
Boston's Strike situation was more 
hopeful this morning than it has 
been since the trouble began last 
Monday morning. Still 21,000 men 
were numbered among the forces of 
he strikers and threats that hun- 
dreds of others would join the move- 
ment were as freely made as at any 
ime this week. 


Secretary Easley ^arrived here early 


and his conference with the labor rep- 
resentatives was begun at 8 o'clock* 
Jesides the committees of the freight 
handlers, team drivers and ''long* 
dthoremen's unions, James Duncan, 
vice president of the American Ped- 
eration of Labor; John F. O'Sullivan, 
'ounth vice president of tthe Interaa- 
ional Typographical tinlon; Frank 
H, McCarthy, president o£ the Mas- 
sachusetts stats branch of the A- F. 
)f L., and others, were present at the 
meeting. 


The sitting was behind closed doors 


and 4t was announced that nothing 
would 'be given out un(til Mr. Easley 
was fully in touch with th« situation. 


SOME SLIGHT CHANGES. 


While the general aspect of the 


strike was much, the same as it has 
been on previous days, there were 
some slight changes. Until late yes- 
erday, the Biine Transportation 
lompany, non-union, was doing prin- 
ipally all the teaming of the city, 
aH other teamsters having been toed 
up by the sympathetic strike. Dur- 
ing yesterday, however, some con* 
cerns found that in order to save 
their contracts with large firms thpy 
must undertake to deliver goods or 
give the business over to the Brine 
company. This led two of the union 
;eaTOsters to start out with, non- 
union drivers and today several 


ers followed this action. As those 


at work yesterday met with no trou- 
ble, it led to the hope that operations 
might be resumed in a limited de- 
gree, although it was felt that the 
presence of non-union men on the 
;eams might cause disturbance in the 
Teat army of strikers. 
The coal situation was improved 


considerably during the night, sev- 
eral fiims having taken advantage of 
empty streets and darkness to con- 
vey coal to large consumers.

Col* C. B. Oakley was the first 


captain of company E, and wdien Col- 
onel Oakley was promoted he was 
succeeded in command by Capt. A. C. 
Brown, also of this city, and it is 
noted as a sad coincidence at this 
time that Captain Brown is l 
seriously ill at his home> not more 
than a square distant from the Mc- 
Clelland residence. 
Mr* McClelland 


served his country valiantly through 
three years of hard ftgtoting to th3 
close of the war, participating in al] 
the activities of his regiment, includ 
ing the battles of £erry$ville, Stona 
Biver, Chickamaug* and Sherman's 
famous march to the sea, besides a 
multitude of smaller engagements, 
Private McClelland rose to the rank of 
corporal', which he held when mus- 
tered out of the service, June 9, 1865, 
Two of Mr. McClelland's brothers 
were also in the army, but "both died 
before him, and he was the last mem- 
ber of the family,

—Liability. 1. That whoever hires or buys, 
directly or indirectly, or handles any money 
or other means, knowing the same is to be 
used to Induce* hire or buy any person to 
vote or refrain from voting any ticket or 
for any candidate for any office at any elec- 
tion held pursuant to law, or at any primary 
election or convention of any political party, 
then the person so offending in any one of 
the foregoing particulars, and all other per- 
sons aiding, abetting, counseling, encourag- 
ing or advising such acts, shall thereby be 
come liable jointly and severally to tue 
person hired, bought or induced to vote or 
refrain from voting by the means above 
enumerated, in the sum of three hundred 
dollars and reasonable attorney's fees for 
collecting th* same in 
an action to 
be 


brought as hereinafter provided on the re- 
lation of the voter in whose favor the lia- 
bility is created by this section.

Such Ha 
bility is not a debt, but is a penalty for a 
tortious act and the act is not in violation 
of article 1. section 67, of the bill of rights, 
abolishing imprisonment for debts, except 
in case of fraud.

Beaumont, are believed to have been 
murdered by an organized gang 
of 


negro women and white men. The, 
band made a regular business of lur-I 
ng, drugging, beating and robbing: 
;he victims, whose bodies are now! 
;hought to be lying at -the bottom of 
;he Neches river, weighed down so 
;hat they cannot rise. 


Mattie Bennett, in jail on a charge 


of having murdered one of five men 
found dead in the Neches river, has 
confessed to Sheriff Landry that she 
was the head of the gang. She has 
not admitted any direct complicity 
n murder, but the officers believe 
that she will within a short time 
confess to the murder of one man 
and perhaps to that of others. 


CRIMES WERE ATROCIOUS. 
Prom the confession made by the 


woman the officers have learned that 
the plans of the gang were peculiar- 
y atrocious. The victim would be 
spotted by one of the white men and 
then lured to the Bennett shanty by 
one of the negro women. There he 
would be drugged, and, if necessary, 
white men were at hand to beat him 
uto unconsciousness. Then he was 
robbed, and if he proved to be dead 
his body was thrown into the river. 


Cf he was only unconscious he was 
dragged to some secluded part of the 
street and left there for passers to 
pick up. The confession of the wo- 
man led to the Arrest of two of her 
alleged accomplices. 


When the victim's groans threat- 


ened to attract the attention of out- 
siders the woman known as "Mary 
Jane*' would hurry to the piano and 
sing coon songs at the top of her 
voice to drown his cries. 


AFTER OTHER MEMBERS. 


The particular part that the white 


man, 
"Punch Prim, 
now under ar- 


rest, is alleged to have played, is 
kept secret by the sheriff till he has 
gathered in the other members of 
the gang. 


"There were sometimes two and 


sometimes three women and six or 
seven men in the gang," says the 
sheriff. 
*'We have found all -of the 


women -and know where about half 
the men are. We also want to get 
as many of the living victims as 
witnesses as possible. There is one 
man here, or near here, who was rob- 
bed of $80 and dragged 
into the 


street, where he was found uncon- 
scious next morning." 


It is the opinion of the sheriff that 


at least four of the five bodies that 
have been found in the Neches river 
were thrown there 
after knockout 


drops at the Bennett 
house had 


caused murders. 


Sheriff Landry 
has received in- 


formation that the Houston police 
have arrested one of his suspects in 
that city. The man was formerly 
an employe of the Beaumont iron 
works, and is suspected of complicity 
in the murder of Ben Pearson.
